more settlors could find suitable places 
furllior up the Sau .luau rivor. The only 
ilrawback to the immediate sottling of 
this valley is a jamb of tloat wood two and 
a half miies up the river. Tho jamb is 
injtiriiuia to the progress of settlement 
because it floods a portion of the best of 
the agricultural land for a few days in the 
high water Heas(m. The jamb is also an 
impediment to lumbermen tloatiiig logs 
down tho rivor to its mouth , until tho 
jamb is r.uiioved from one side or the 
other. It coiilil be easier oiioned on the 
right-hand side than the other; but in 
anycaao it will cost $2,000 or more to 
clear it out. This acconiplishod. it would 
be no trouble to run a little storn-wheel • 
steaiiici', of 2(1 ur 40 Ions, to where the 
lu!ad id' the si'ltlemenl might reach. We 
look Indians and thoir canoes four and 
(jiie-balf miles above the j.'imb, but not 
without a twenty rods' portage of the 
canoe and our stuff, which was no fun for 
us; neither would it have been for new 
settlers. Another important advantage 
that wcndd bo gtdnod woulil be that the 
salmon could run up the river at all soa- 
siuis, and this would allow of a cannery 
being st.irted. So, in concluHion, 1 will 
say that the sooner the jamb is removed 
from the river the sooner will the buzz of 
saws be heard above the surf that beats 
upon the shores of Sau .luan bay. 

I w ill add ih.iL the above nienlionod 
valley is .all goverumeiit laud. An the 
lu^w soUlers always ask for government 
hinds, they can lind them in the San 
,) uaii river valley, only sixty miles from 
Victoria. 

Before closing there is another very 
import-ant matter that would be acconi- 
piislied by the 'immediate settloniont of 
the valley thai 1 will mention. It would 
have quite a helping iidluence on the sis- 
ter Kottlemont al .-Mlnu'iii. It is well 
kin.wn to people in N'ictoria that Alberni 
set th i s have sutlered much in the last 
three year.s from the lack of steamboat 
coiiiiiiiiiiicatioii. 'I'hey have not prospered 
a.s they otiiia'wise would, .lust think of 
only one bojit on an average every two 
months in the year. The settlers at Al- 
berni auinber 130, yet the boats do not go 
there any oftener. The addition of a set- 
tlemeiit at Sun .luaii river would necessi- 
tate tho running of a steamer over half- 
waj' to .'Mberiii, .'Uid between the two they 
would furnish trade for a sleamer at lea.st 
twice a month, it will be useless, how- 
ever, for anyone to think of settling in tho 
San Juan valley until the jamb is remov- 
ed, and tlnib allow the water to move in 
the ii;it iiral bod of the rivor. Nothing 
fihorl of the removal of the jamb will pro- 
pare the beautiful and fertile valley of 
San Juan for fiirming purposes.

SAN JUAN VALLEY. 

A Large Area for Settlement If a River .hunb 
Ii Bemoved. 

The followuig is tin account of a trip lo 
San .1 uan river valley furnished by W. 
I lal|ieiiiiy, govornmoiit guide: 

1 have the pleasure to give to inlendiiii; 
Holllers some information of which I ha\ e 
recently become the possessor, .•\boiit the 
22nd of last month the local government 
entrusted me with the task of an (explora- 
tory trip down tho west coast, for the 
jiiirjioseof iiroHjiccting for farmino l:niils, 
and to reiiort upon tho same as soon as 
possible. On the above date, 1 left in 
com])aiiy with Messrs. C. Todd and W. 
A. Hiison. We went down the coast in a 
cuii.eand had to pull ourselves along 
aL;ainst both wind and tide. On the third 
niglit at. ten o'clock we ri'acheil the nioulli 
of t be Sau . I uan rivor, whore my atten- 
tion was drawn to the exlensivoiioss id 
the funning facilities of the Sau .Juan 
river valley. I had slightly noticed the 
valley mi two or three occasions, but ilid 
iinl h.iik much into it, owing to the fact 
that I was ]irosp(a'ting ior mineral at the 
liiiie. But on this last occasii 111 1 made it 
my special business to make an appro.vi 
malo calculation of tho length and breadth 
of the valley. I am convinced, and in 
this 1 am seconded by niy companions, 
I hat for six miles up the rivor and four 
miles in wiillh I here is good farniiug laud. 
Now this area of valley, six by four miles, 
(.ii^lil to give one hundred ami si.My .acres 
e.o.htoSKi settlors, less what the river 
lakes out of it. 1 must nob omit to say 
that this beautiful valley of the Sau .luan 
is rather heavily timbered, but the grcMiler 
portion of it is heavy alder and soft m.iiile. 
The foliage of this tiinber is what goes to 
make the soil beneath their wide spread 
iug blanches so black and rich. The un- 
derbrush and lower herbage grows in 
most woiulorful luxuriance, and 1 have no 
hesitation in saying that if the above val- 
ley became partially settled that niuny

The most ser- 
ious of all the grievances was the system 
in vogue of sending loose woinoii from 
Hongkong to this coast in bondage for 
tho purposes of prostitution. It was felt 
to be a blot u|)oii them as a people. 
He, however, hinted that a plan 
was being considered to allow none but 
married women, the wives of men already 
here, to leave Chin.i. Arrangements 
would bo made to send to a board in 
Hongkong the names of the wives either 
sent for by their hiisb.uids, or those who 
had expressed a desire to join their part- 
ners in .-i foreign country. The winiien so 
ap|)lying, or those soul for, would be ex- 
amineil as to their physical condition and 
••is to tho fact of their being wives. They 
(jbjected to having so many common wo- 
men in Victoria, and trusted Sir William 
would as.sist in putting a slop lo tho man- 
ner in which lliey were shipped out of 
their ccaintry as slaves. Chinamen resid- 
ing here married, fell liie oppro- 
brium attached to the Bystem. 

Sir W'illiuin sympathi'.sed with the 
views expressed. He regarded the $50 
tax ,'is a liardslii[) but Canada was 
in the pn.sitioii of being able to 
p.ass sncli legislat inn as she ehiHiae. Ho 
Would give llicso rciuesenlalions as 
to the tratlic in women his best 
consideration. lie would m;ike such 
investigations as he could. As to the 
last toiiiu il was a serious one, since there 
was 110 guarantee against luiHcrupulous 
pers'ins mnbarking in the I'lit erjirise. He 
liad Irid occ.isioii to mark the .'ihsenco of 
women in Chineso couiimniities. He 
Would endeavor to push the matter to the 
bottom and do what he could in meeting 
t heir wishes. The de|iulation wdiich was 
inin.iluceil li\- .Mr. Sliugsby W. Belhell, 
it(iti-ilc-C((iii]> to his excellency, thanked 
.Sir William for Ids kind luception and 
withdrew well pleased.

The seiilinBl soliiooii^r Penelope, Oapt 
Miner, came into the ' harbor on Sunday 

night from Bohring's sea with 1,500 aoal- 
akina, tints swelling her seaaon'a catch to 
2,500. Tho following report ia an ab- 
stract from the captain's log: 

"After leaving Victoria on the 4tli of 
June, went down to tho west coast »nd 
caught 320 seals; thence to Shuinagin 
Islands and watered; then went into the 
Bohring's sea, entering on July 16th;

huiite.l until the !)th of August. Wo 
apoke the schoone'iS San .lose and City of 
San Uiego, of San Francisco, on July 20th, 
The former had 500 seals and the latter 
700. On tho 28th of July spoke tho 
schooner Mary Ellen, and Capt, McLean 
reported 1,800 aeala as hia auRBon's 
ealch;spoko tho schoonors Tliuresa and 
Lottie I.'airlield on August 7th. The 
former had 700 skins and the latter Hi; 
ki^jit company with these schooners until 
tho Oth, when wo bore away to the west- 
ward; sliortly after parting company with 
the sealerH, saw a line of smoke; sujijiose 
it to have been that of tho revenue cut- 
ter. The weather after this waa boister-

His lordahiji said he was very soi ry 
tlmt Mr. .lohnsuu had not appeared. It 
was only common soiiso that a man cannot 
bo charged with one otl'ense and convicted 
of an entirely dirt'oront one. Here the 
vvonian had been charged with druukeii- 
nesa and sentenced to three months for 
vagrancy. Ho could look at tho papers 
only as presented U> him, and lure the 
information showed the otlenae to have 
been ooinmitted seven years ago. No 
doubt this was an omission, but be had to 
take the papers as he found them. The 
only case in which dninkenneas coulil be 
dealt with under tho vagrancy act (Con- 
sul. Stats., cli. 157, sect. 8, a s. f.) was 
where a disturbance waa created in a 
street — and nothing of the kind was sug- 
gested here. The nvoceediuga were so ir- 
regular that he had no alteniative but to 
order the discharge of the piisonor. 

A'f Lucv- -This was a similar case to 
the previous cuie, except that the prisoner 
had tuit pleaded guilty and evidence bad 
been taken and the date was accurately 
stated in the informilion. In all other 
respects the facts wore the s;»ne as to the 
time, and reason of tho arrest and the 
sentence passed uiion the prisoner. 

His lordship said that much as bo might 
regret it this woman must be discharged 
also. She was also elmrgod with drunken- 
ness and convicted of vagrancy. The casa 
was full of irregularitiea. It waa in the 
interent of tho administintion of iualice 
that the records of tho police court ahoidd 
he as accurate as those of the supreme 
court, B.i that in the event of second pro- 
ceedings upon a charge which had already 
boon dealt with the prisoner might bo 
able to show a previous acquittal or con- 
viction as the case might be. In civil 
inatteis in the supreme court people's 
money was involved; in the police court 
their characters, and there was at least as 
much necessity for regularity in tho lat- 
ter case aa in the former. The prisoner 
must be discharged.
